Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Toki et 
al. (JP 2000336024 A, translation provided). 

Toki et al. teaches a cosmetic composition of una de cato (cat's claw) for hair 
treatment, extracted by water, ethanol, 1 ,3-butylene glycol (Abstract). The cat's claw 
inherently contains fibroblast growth factor 5 inhibiting activity because the referenced 
and claimed compositions are the same.
